Facility draws resident 


complaints,

After much discussion, the Granite 
City Council approved a rezoning that 
allows the Granite City Steel Division 
of National Steel to build a large 
maintenance facility within a long 
stone’s throw of several homes. 

Council members voted 12-1 to 
approve the rezoning at the regular 
meeting Tuesday night over the 
objections of homeowners and 
Alderman Eddie Asadorian. 

Homeowners are worried that the 
facility, which will operate 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week, will make 
too much noise.

Plus, the proximity of the building 
will lower property values, 
homeowners said, and buyout offers 
from GCS officials were too low. 

Company representative Bob 
Maxwell said that he had had an 
independent appraisal made on the 
homes and offered buyouts based on 
the appraisals.

Samuel J. Burch, 46, of 
Edwardsville was killed on a Sunday 
evening near the blast furnace. Burch 
was helping clear a conveyor belt 
that i ial from the

material handling yard to the blast 
furnace stockhouse. 

Burch somehow became caught 
between the belt and the conveyor’s 
structure. The conveyor was not 
powered at the time of the accident. 
Although he was working alone, 
Burch was in constant radio contact 
with other employees, said Granite 
City Steel representative Bob 
Maxwell immediately after the

In the old Soviet Union, the 
capital city of Moscow was 
often referred to as ‘“‘the cen- 
ter.’’ All policy, all power, all 
authority emanated from ‘the 
center."

I’m not suggesting that legis- 
lators who show too much 
independence are sent to Sibe- 
ria (not literally, anyway). But 
power and ideaS usually tend 
to flow outwards from the IIli- 
nois General Assembly cen- 
ter,’’ which is the legislative 
leadership 

W: Because the legislative 
leaders — the House Speaker, 
Senate President and House 
and Senate minority leaders — 
have hoarded almost all the 
power and the money that goes 
along with it for themselves. 
Everyone else is obliged to go 
along 

So, since the leaders have 
the greatest say in what goes 
on under the dome, they are 
able to raise the most cash 
from the people who want 
something done. And that 

the leaders are the only 
who can afford to pay for 
research to develop cam- 
gn issues and pay to adver- 
ise them so that voters re- 
ect their members. Those 
issues then set the legislative 
agenda for the comir sion, 
and the cycle of dependency 
starts all ove gain with the 
next election s on 

Individual legislator and 
legislative candidates accept 
this oligarchy because they are 
convinced that the direction 
from above, not to mention the 
accompanying mountains of 
campaign cash, will get them 
elected and then keep them in 
office. And they're probably 
right 

On the positive side, voters 
are offered much more sophi 
ticated proposals than individu- 
al candidates running ‘“mom- 
and-pop’’ campaigns could 
ever come up with. But the 
price for that is a political 
agenda controlled by just a 
few people, even if their ideas 
are usually not too bad. 

So, for example, a whole 
bunch of Democratic candi- 
dates for the state Senate have 
come out for a ‘‘safe schools’’ 
plan. It sounds like a good 
idea, and it probably is 
They've all held press confer- 
ences to trumpet what they 
claim is their proposal 

But what most voters proba- 
bly don't know is that when 
50th Senate District candidate 
Gwenn Montgomery (D-Paw- 
nee) unveiled her safe schools 
plan, it was almost exactly the 
same as one pushed by south 
suburban Frankfort Democrat 
Pam Woodward. The safe 
school idea that both claim as 
theirs alone was~ actually 
developed at headquarters 
after extensive voter research. 

Just about every House 
Democratic candidate involved 
in even a mildly competitive 
race is harping on educational 
“‘accountability.’’ They want

Bar celebrates 10 years at new location 


The local ‘‘Hostess with the 
Mostest’”? is throwing a big 
party Oct. 3 and gosh darn it 
I’m going to miss it. 

Music, food, libations. A true 
bash and I’ll be out of town. 

I’ve known Vicki Vanzo Stas- 
si since she was a petite, pret- 
ty, blonde girl. She’s no longer 
petite, but still pretty and 
blonde and, more importantly, 
kind, generous and compas- 
sionate. 

And funny. Doubt my assess- 
ment and i can provide refer- 
ences galore. 

The occasion is a celebration 
of her 10th year in business at 
the ‘‘new’’ Vanzo’s location on 
North Main Street in Edwards- 
ville, although the actual open- 
ing was Sept. 1, 1988, following 
a monster ‘‘last call’’ party 
Aug. 30 marking the final night 
of business at the saloon’s for- 
mer location on St. Louis 
Street. 

“It's the only business I 
know,” Vicki told me recently. 
“For a time, I managed the 
old place at 110 St. Louis, but 
actually, I’ve worked in one, in 
one capacity or another, for 
more than 24 years. And I still 
have some of the old employ- 
ees from the previous place 
working here.’* 

Maybe it’s in the genes. Her 
grandfather, the late Louis 
Vanzo, Sr., ran an old-time 
saloon in Livingston for a num-

ber of years prior to Prohibi- 
tion. After being forced to 
close it down, he moved his 
family to Edwardsville where 
he and his wife, Eva, bought 
what was then the Pfeiffer 
hotel at the corner of St. Louis 
and Vandalia Streets, now the 
location of the First Federal 
and Loan. 

That was in 1925 and they 
operated the hotel slash board- 
inghouse slash dining room 
until 1933 when Prohibition 
was repealed. 

After receiving the first 
liquor license issued in 

lwardsville after the repeal, 
her grandfather bought a small 
bar that had once graced a 
dance hall in Livingston and 
set it up in the hotel lobby. 

In 1935, he moved his opera- 
tion to a location on Second 
Street — where the Buhrmeis- 
ter store is now situated — and

remained there until 1940 when 
the bar made it’s move to the 
St. Louis Street location. 

It remained a family busi- 
ness, serving meals as well as 
beverages, and at one time or 
another all six of Louis and 
Eva’s kids helped out around 
the place. 

Following World War II, 
after their father suffered a 
stroke, brothers Frank and 
Jim Vanzo bought Louis out 
and continued to run the 
bar/restaurant with the help of 
their sister, Louise Dohle, who 
operated the kitchen for a 
number of years. 

After Frank’s death in 1973, 
Jim continued runnin: the 
business until he decided to 
retire and sold the bar to his 
daughter, Vicki. . 

She continued as proprietor 
until 10 years ago when, with 
one exception, the entire block 
was razed and the bar — like 
McSorley’s Saloon in New 
York, it could easily been 
called “the old place at-home 
»” — was doomed. Vicki moved 
to her current building on 
Main Street. 

Physically, the new bar 
bears little resemblance to the 
old place. Thoroughly modern, 
it has an immaculate kitchen 


s 





and none of the musty, rusty 
old antique paraphernalia 
hanging from the ceiling. 

But there are reminders. 
Yellowing pictures from the 
past still hang on several 
walls. There’s still a pool table 
at the back and a lot of old 
fellows: — not the same men, 
of course play a little 
pinochle there. 

It goes without saying that 
many, many of the patrons of 
the old place can be found at 
the new one. Downtown busi- 
nessmen and women, juries 
and area lawyers stiil lunch 
there. Many of them return 
after 5 p.m. for a pause that 
refreshes. 

My friend Brad Halford — a 
regular at the old location who 
continues at the new one — 
probably said it best when the 
old one closed. He explained 
the charm of Vanzo’s: 

“You can see guys in Brooks 
Brothers suits and Gucci shoes 
and the guy next to him will 
be wearing worn-out overalls 
and a flannel shirt and they’re 
‘drinking together,’’ he said. 
“Everybody is treated as 
equals in here. It’s a melting 
pot right at that door.’ 

Some things never change. 
Happily.

Eight people — three farm- 
ers and five other motorists — 
were killed, twice as many as 
the year before. I ask the 
question: ‘‘What could have 
been done to prevent these sta- 
tistics?’”

Collinsville police detectives were in south- 
eastern Missouri Wednesday, interviewing for- 
mer Collinsville residents who may have been 
abused by alleged child molester Gary Davis 

“We're still getting calls, and I’m sure we'll 
continue to,’’ said Maj. Ed Delmore, assistant 
Police chief. 

The department is working with Illinois State 
Police to track down potential victims of 
Davis, 35, of the 400 block of South Chestnut, 
and on cases that may have occurred outside 
the city. Davis remains in the Madison County 
Jail on $1.5 million bail, the result of 11 counts 
of predatory criminal sexual assault of a child 
filed against earlier this month. 

The charges stemmed from three victims 
Two of the victims, boys ages 11 and 12, alleg- 
edly were abused during the summer, resulting 
in seven charges. The third victim, now 19, told 
police he was abused when he was 13, account- 
ing for the other four charges 

Davis already was free on bond for a similar 
charge in St. Clair County from 1995. That inci- 
dent involved a 6-year-old boy 

The latest case broke Sept. 10 when Collins- 
ville police were called to a burglary in prog- 
ress at Davis’ home at about 2 a.m. An officer 
found a woman trying to crawl into a window 

When the woman was confronted, she told 
the officer she knew the owner and her 11-year- 
old son was inside the home. The woman left 
the scene and her son behind — after Davis 
gave her money for a taxi

But Officer Richard Barrett knew something 
was wrong when he noticed that Davis’ car fit 
the description of a vehicle whose driver had 
attempted to lure children inside just days 
before. Barrett then discovered the boy and 
other suspicious evidence in Davis’ bedroom 

The boy told police he had been assaulted by 
Davis on three occasions. The 11-year-old led 
police to the 12-year-old victim, a trend that 
continues with each new call, Deimore said. 

“‘When we talk to one victim, we get two or 
three names of potentially more victims,’ Del- 
more said. 

Stories police get from victims also share a 
common thread: gifts. Police say Davis used 
everything from ice cream cones to bicycles to

firearm,’’ Haine said. ‘“‘The right to own a 
firearm under the Constitution is reserved for 
those who are law-abiding.’’ 

The program is modeled after the ‘“‘Boston 
Gun Project,” an intense effort to remove 
illegal guns from the streets of Boston in the 
early 1990s. 






“The purpose is to remoy 2 : 
the hands of young people,” Haine said. 
young person is not qualified or able to han- 
dle these items, and in the wrong context, 
they lead to violence and tragic death.” 





The enforcement aspects of the program 
will begin Oct. 1. Until then, Haine and 
McCain said there would be an ‘‘amnesty 
period” for anyone wanting to call the police 
and turn in an illegal firearm. 

Starting Oct. 1, McCain said when patrol 
officers encounter a young person with an 
illegal weapon, the police will go to their 
homes and ask the parents for consent to 
search for other weapons. 

The police also will go to the homes of any- 
body who is with the offender when the weap 
on is found and will seek consent to search 
for weapons there. 


If consent is not given, McCain said police 
might use search warrants in some instances 











However, he said the emphasis is simply to 
remove the weapons, not prosecute, and the 
police and State’s Attorney’s office may grant 
limited immunity from prosecution for any 
weapons discovered 


We're going to carefully draft these immu: 
nities,” Haine said. ‘‘In the worst case, you 
find a dead body in there (the room being 
searched). This is just for the firearms, not 
everything.”” 

In addition, he said police officers would 
work with probation department workers to 
take guns from those on probation — espe- 
cially youths.

THE LAW AND YOU

People sometimes perform services for an 
elderly person prior to the senior citizen's death. Is 
the provider of services entitled to be 
compensated for his efforts following the death of 
the elderly person?. This may depend upon 
whether the help provided was requested by the 
dependent person and whether it was necessary. 

Let’s look at an example from a case which 
arose in 1982 in Illinois. In this situation, a 
and his wife provided all meals for an elderly friend 
from 1977 until her death in 1982. The wife also 
performed the housecleaning chores for the 
decedent and did most of her laundry. The 
husband and wife also made sure that the elderly 
friend took her medicine on a daily basis with the 
proper dosages. Finally, the husband took care of 
her lawn, handled her financial affairs, and 
provided transportation for her to visit her doctors 
during this five year period. 

After the friend’s death, the husband and wife 
filed claims against the estate of the deceased 
seeking $5,000: for services performed on her 
behalf during her lifetime. The executor of the 
estate contested these claims and argued that the 
'| friends failed to establish that the decedent 
requested the services and expected to pay for the 


help. Should the Plaintiffs be paid for their years 
of assistance to the elderly friend or were they 
mere volunteers providing unnecessary and 
unrequested services? 

lilinois Courts recognize an implied promise to 
pay for necessary services even when there is no 
actual agreement between the parties. This is 
based on the fundamental principle that no one 
should receive care and support in these cases 
and thus be “unjustly. enriched-at another's 
expense” without paying for the services. Thus 
where useful services are knowingly and 
voluntarily accepted by the decedent in these 
matters, the law will presume there was an 
expectation of being paid and the Courts will 
imply a promisé to pay. 

This was the decision reached by the Appellate 
Court in our example. They felt the elderly lady 
was unable to take care of herself, and that the 
husband and wife provided needed Services over 
a five year period which were voluntarily accepted 
by the decedent. Under these circumstances, the 
Court found there was an implied promise to pay 
for this care, and that the sum of $5,000 was a 
reasonable value for these services.

Under the new system, case

such as parking and equipment violations,

The minimum fine is $50 if paid before the 
hearing, however, the hearing officer can 
either dismiss the ticket, levy the original 
fine or impose a higher fine according to the 
fee schedule.

“The citation itself is not racist,” he said. 
“But | think the ability to make those cita 
tions will be directed toward people that city 
officials in Madison feel most threatened by. 

“The whole problem with this new court is 
that it allows the police to be vindictive and 
abusive,” he said. “It’s back to the old jus- 
tice of the peace system that was discarded 
long ago because of those kinds of abuses 

“It's simply something to oppress the peo 





ple of Madison, especially black people,” he 
said. 
Garrett's newsletter talked about two tick- 


ets handed out for Illegal parking to Bishop 
Jesse King and Assistant Pastor Wade New- 
some of the West Madison Apostolic Church 
He said the officer — who had earlier tick- 
eted Garrett for illegal parking — was on a 
crusade” to “clean up the town” and show 
“these black families who the real boss Is.” 
Mayor John Hamm said the tickets were 
not issued vindictively and were not racially 
motivated.

World markets hurt crop sales 


Many market reports in the 
past few years have been very 
optimistic about new price 
plateaus for corn and 
soybeans. Demand was up, led 
by record exports; crops were 
good and prices were at an 
all-time high. The good crops 
and record prices had many 
producers in an optimistic 
mood at the beginning of the 
year. 

This optimism was built into 
cash flow projections and 
marketing plans. Corn prices 
of $2.50 to $2.65 and soybean’ 
prices of $6.30 to $6.50 were 
used in 1998 market plans. 
While there were opportunities 
at Gress Prices: few actually 
sold much of their grain: 

At the time, this strategy 
seemed reasonable because 
demand was strong; seasonal 
trends usually favor late 
spring or early summer. In 
addition, the weather 
uncertainty made early sales 
difficult. 

A lot has happened since the 
beginning of the year. The 
Asian economic problems as 
well as large South American 
crops have led to a slow down 
in exports. 

The slow down in demand is 


coupled with a probable large 
crop this year, leading to 
increased grain stocks. Central 
Illinois’ new crop cash prices 
for corn are $2.14; down 10 
cents from last week and 
about 50 cents lower than this 
time last year. Soybean prices 
are not any better at $5.34, 
down more than $1.75 from 
last year. 

Cash flow and marketing 
plans need to be revised now. 

fost operating costs of seed, 
fertilizer, fuel and chemicals’ 
already have been incurred 
and are known. 

Based on these known costs 
and a good estimate of 
production, you can recalculate 
your breakeven prices. Most 
likely, current prices are 
below breakeven for all costs. 
Operating cost must be 
covered alone with interest 
and principal payments. 

Planned investments and 
machinery replacement may 
need to be delayed. Based on 
these revised prices you also 
should update your cash flow 
projections Any serious cash 

low or debt repayment 
problems should be dealt with 
early.

Says avoid sales when prices 
are in the lower one-third of 
the historical price range. 
Nearby soybean futures 
contracts are in that lower 
one-third range. 

Corn is also in the lower 


one-third for the past 10 years. © 


Avoid sales if possible. But, 
keep in mind that the trend is 
for lower prices. Many market 
analysts expect prices to be 
lower at or before harvest. 


It is important to avoid 
having to make sales when 
prices are at their lowest, just 
because you need money for 
cash flow reasons. Currently, 
distant month grain futures 
are offering some limited 
storage returns. 


Loan Deficiency Payments 
may provide opportunities to 
enhance prices. Adjusting 
strategies and price goals will 
not make prices better, but it 


is important to be prepared for 


any unfavorable situation.

Chan, whose previous movies 
were only modest U.S. hits,

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Music you've never heard 
before is turning up in the 
strangest places. 

You can hear it over the 
loudspeaker at minor league 
basketball games, on TV sets 
displayed in department stores 
or in movie theaters before the 
trailers begin. 

Every note is a measure of 
the desperation that record 
companies feel about having 
their new music heard by 
possible buyers in a radio 
climate in which decisions on 
what to play are made by 
fewer and fewer people. 

The search for new ways to 
expose music even revived a 

ractice that once shamed the 
industry: a record company 
paying a radio station to play 
a song. The practice was 
called payola decades ago 
Now it’s called business 

Songs will always be able to 
capture the public imagination, 
like this summer's duel 
between Brandy and Monica 
on “The Boy Is Mine” or 
Shania Twain’s 
genre-smashing “You're Still 
the One.” 

But for every hit, there’s a 
bigger pile of misses. The 
business of making a hit 
record is complicated today by 
changes in how radio stations 
operate, the fragmentation of 
public tastes and the sheer 
volume of music competing for 
air time 

“You can’t just count on 
people hearing it on the radio 
and going to the store on 
Saturday,” sighed Ron 
Shapiro, executive vice 
president and general manager 
of Atlantic Records 

Subject to the whims of 
public taste, creating a hit 
record has never been a 
science. Who knew that so 
many teen-age girls would 
swoon over “My Heart Will Go 
On,” or that teen-age boys 
would emphatically reject the 
new Van Halen? 

At least the process was 
relatively simple: Get a few 
key radio stations to play the 
record, make sure MTV airs 
the video, and let music fans 
decide. 

Consolidation of the radio 
industry has changed the rules 
Dominant companies like 
Chancellor Media, Jacor 
Communications and CBS have 
bought hundreds of stations 
across the country. Executives 
for these companies often 
decide what songs will or 
won't be’played on dozens of

stations, 

It’s rare now for one disc 
jockey to take a liking to a 
song, champion it in defiance 
of industry experts, and see it 
catch fire. That's how a hit 
like Mare Cohn’s “Walking in 
Memphis” got its start a few 
years ago. 

“What made music exciting 
is when a station somewhere 
decided to play one song that 
nobody else was playing. Now 
it’s so well-organized and so 
well-researched,” said Andy 
Allen, president of Alternative 
Distribution Alliance, a 
company that delivers music 
to record stores. 

This year, Flip/Interscope 
Records reportedly paid a 
radio station in Portland, Ore., 
$5,000 to repeatedly play 
“Counterfeit” by its band, 
Limp Bizkit. 

The arrangement raised 
uncomfortable memories. In 
the late 1950s payola scandal,
